The occupants, a mother and a daughter, were both registered 
nurses. The went to work and safely delivered his wife of a six-pound baby boy. 



A Waltham, Mass. man couldn't recognize the boy struggling 
in the Charles River near an upturned canoe, but he promptly 
Hived into the river anyway. As he swam closer he was 
amared to hear the cry "Save me. Dad!" He had saved; his 
own son! 



In 1925 c New York businessmen fell in front of a truck at o busy Boston inter* 
section, and was pulled to safety by a woman passerby. Grateful for the timely res= 
cue, the New Yorker took the woman's name and address, ofter promising to reward 
her in the near future. As the years rolled by however, nothing happened and the 
woman soon dismissed the incident from lier'mind. After ten years had passed, the 
woman, now o resident of Saugus, Mass., one day received o letter from a New York 
attorney, It advised her that the man whose life she had once soved had just died, 
nnd in his will he hodleft her the sum of $1,000. 





As o fireman was carrying a

Within three minutes 
Warsaw had Moscow on the phone.
